Crime Facts Aren't Pleasant Reading 
There is no coarfort to be taken at all 
from tho latest crimea report on the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Investigation. 
It says major crimes in this country in­ 
creased 13.3 per cent last year over the to­ 
tals for 1955. 
That's bad enough but what makes the 
FBI report truly alarming is the added 
statement that crimes committed since 
1950 have “soared four times as fast as 
the population has grown." 
There always seem to be those who 
stoutly resist the idea that crime in Am­ 
erica is truly on the increase. They like 
to suggest that the nation's huge popula­ 
tion boost accounts for everything. The 
facts indicate otherwise. 


The 2,500,000 major crimea committed 
last year are the positive proof that a big­ 
ger share of our people are indulging in 
wrong-doing. The unhappiest part of the 
story, of course, is that youths under 18 
played a very heavy role in the total pic­ 
ture. 
In 1956, the number of persons in this 
age category rose only three percent in 
cities, yet arrests in this group rose 17.3 
percent. Nearly 46 percent of arrests for 
major crimes in cities were of youngsters 
under 18. 
The figures are hardly something to be 
laughed off with the comment that “boys 
will be boys."

Non - Controversial, Ghost-Written Talks, 
Stale Jokes Lead To Decline O f Oratory 


P aring April and May, It falls 
to my lot to listen to speeches, 
often a t formal dinners where 
.one 
sits 
for 
hours on small, 
gilt chairs in­ 
to pro­ 
vide a maxi­ 
mum of seat­ 
ing 
• rapacity 
for the ban­ 
quet hall and 
minimum of 
comfort 
f o r 
the male car­ 
cass. 
Usually there is a professional 
humorist of sorts to liven up the 
audience which by the tune the 
speeches come around has been 
put into a tor|>or by the ex­ 
cesses of food and drink. 
The humorist is the real gam­ 
ble of the evening because only 
too often he tells the same jokes 
that 
other humorists told last 
week and the week before and 
most of which I heard, in one 
form or another, half a century 
ago. 
For instance, there is the 
hum orist who turns to an Eng­ 
lishman and asks how long he has 
been in the country and then 
compliments him on his English. 
In my childhood that one end­ 
ed with som e sentence like in 
Paris even the babies talk French. 
At that the audience bi supposed 
to belly-laugh and lf they do not 
the hum orist makes a point of 
having lost them. 
Another casualty of these din­ 
ners is the distinguished busi­ 
nessman cnr public official who 
comes with a long address, tripie­ 
spaced and typed in enormous 
type, bound ta* a

which he reads slowly and me­ 
ticulously 
and 
droningly 
until 
only those far in back, a t incon­ 
spicuous tables, can save them ­ 
selves by going away, far away. 
Such speeches are usually w rit­ 
ten by others than those who de­ 
liver them, generally 
by 
hack 
w riters who work for public re­ 
lations firms in the young hope 
that some day they will become 
the leading playwrights, novelists, 
P u lp ier Prise winners 
of

land. Only too often are their 
hopes blighted and they go on 
writing these endless 
speeches 
which businessmen and public of­ 
ficials read diligently like school­ 
boys 
reciting in 
the 
primary 
grades. 


dom and knowledge, but nothing 
has been said which can serve 
as a peg, for the fellow who 
wrote it does not believe a word 
of it and the great man who 
•peaks it wonders why he is not 
perm itted to say what he means.
